SGENERAL NEWS OF THE LABOR WORLD

The confersnce between the iron manu-
facturers and the Wage Committee will take
place this morning. According to the rego-
lar schedule the meeting should have
ocourred yesterday,but the Wage Committes
were not ready with their reports aud the
session wea postponed. Two weeks ago the
manufacturers passed s resolution advising
srbiiration. The Wage Committes bad no
power to act and asked for time to snbmit
the question to their sub-lodges.

Up until 10 o’clock yesterdav morning sall
the votes upon the subject bad not been re-
eeived, and it was then thought advisable to
peosipone the meeting. President-elect M.
M. Garland notified Seeretary Moreland, of
the Manufacturers’ Commitiee, that the
Amsigamated men would be unable to
meet. Mr, Moreland smid bhe would in turn
fnform his constituents. Maay of them
did not receive the information, for at 2
©'dlock they reported as usual. This dele-

waited around the assembly room for
&n hour, when they lesrned of the postpone-
ment.

In the afiernoon Premdent Weihe ssid:
“Not having received all the votes from
the sub-lodges we were unable to meet the
manufecturers to-day. The meeting will
not take place before to-morrow,” Presi-
dent Weihe also said: ““In justice to my-
gelf I wish a denial made of the statement
that I advised the Homestead men to refurn
to work. I never had an interview with
any manufacturer where sueh words were
used. It is usterly senseless and s pure
fabriesation,”

Locomotive Works Enilarged to Meet the
Ineressrd Demand.
